2, The Office of the Assistant Chief of Staff, G-2, Department of 
the Army, concurs in the text of the draft cited in paragraph 1 (a) above, 
provided the restrictions are made effective gradually and over a period 
of time in order not to provoke the Soviets into violent retaliatory 
action. 

3. As regards draft cited in paragraph 1 (b) above, the Office of 
the Assistant Chief of Staff, G-2, is of the vievrbhat the the first two 
paragraphs should be eliminated as they are not deemed necessary for the 
purposes of this study.

Subject: Recommended U.S. Policy Toward Soviet and Soviet 

Orbit Official Representatives on Duty in the U.S. 


1. Having studied the latest revision on policy towards Soviet 
representatives,, and without having seen the Itth paragraph of Air Force 
draft, 17 July 1950, I have the- following comments: 

a. In view of the known picayunish obstructionism 
inherent in the Communist mind, I would suggest that we 
prevent a flood of travel applications, filed solely to 
alert, needlessly, the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
as well as to embarrass the agency concerned, by requir- 
ing official and immediate cancellation if the journey 
is not initiated. 

b. We do not understand the second sentence in para- 
graph F. It applies only to the Defense Department repre- 
sentatives without restricting any other U.S. agency and 
yet the restriction emanates from IAC. The IAC should 
establish a general policy, from which the Defense Depart- 
ment can then coordinate the activities of the Military 
Services.
